It also was 
said that a German submarine 
had been sunk in a mine field off 
the Finnish Gulf. 

Vice Commissar Lozovsky prom- 
ised that the Russians would not 
permit their foes a breathing spell 
anywhere.

The Nazi war machine is the im- 
mediate threat to our’ ewn safety, therefore 
we pray it may be destroyed, destroyed so ut- 
terly that the German menace will be forced 
back behind its own borders and there so 
crippled it will never again be able to threaten 
the serenity and security of a world. 

But the time has not yet come, either for 
rejoicing or for disappointment.

‘Tey 
are, both of them, factories of propaganda 
rather than disseminators of fact.

Plain humanitarian considerations 
should govern that. This is a case where a 
little investigating by the police committee 
would, apparently, be entirely in order.

For China’s War Victims 


Atlanta is conducting, at the present time, 
a campaign to raise funds for the aid of vic- 
tims of the war in China. It is a part of a 
nationwide drive to raise $5,000,000. That sum 
appears almost infinitesimal compared to the 
outlays for war aid and for national defense, 
yet it can, when distributed, perform miracles 
for the homeless women and children, for the 
orphans, for the hungry and the injured Chi- 
nese people. 

Want and suffering are the common lot of 
mankind today in vast areas of the world 
which have been blighted by the touch of the 
soulless force of the dictators. In many of 
these areas it is impossible for us to extend 
a hand of succor to the innocent victims. Im- 
possible because they are lands already under 
the heel of the. conqueror and we dare not 
trust him by sending food and other merciful 
items to places where he can determine its 
destination. 7 

It is, however, different in China. After 
four years of war, caused by unprovoked ag- 
gression by the Japanese, China is still fighting 
heroically and holding large sections of her 
country against the enemy onslaught. 

To those sections hundreds of thousands 
of Chinese. civilians, made -homeless through 
Japanese-made devastation, have refugeed. 
There are several ‘hundred thousand children, 
orphaned by the war, who must be cared 
for. One dollar given by Americans today will 
feed one of those orphans for a month. 

They must be made to know that life can 
be decent, even though their young memories 
do not reach back into days of peace. They 
must be started on the road to good citizen- 
ship, even though enemy bombers still roar 
over their heads. 

It is to help these, through eight well- 
known China relief agencies that have already 
performed magnificent work, that the United 
China Relief campaign asks of Americans the 
sum of $5,000,000 at this time. There should 
be no difficulty whatever in raising Atlanta’s 
quota of this sum in this Christian eity.

Service to Humanity 

Warden Lewis E. Lawes, for 21 years head 
of the New York state penitentiary at Ossining, 
N. Y., has resigned his post. The warden states 
that he wishes to be free to give himself to 
other causes while he still is vigorous, both 
physically and mentally. He is 57 years of age. 

It is doubtful if any other man has con- 
tributed more than Warden Lawes to the cause 
of humanitarianism He 
changed prison from a place where human 
character was destroyed, to a place where it is 
redeemed. He placed the theory of reforma- 
tion above that of punishment and taught the 
world that violators of the laws are still men, 
with the hope of better future still before 
them. He changed his prison from a cage to 
an institute of human correction. 

Of late years there have been many prison 
officials who have, each in his own sphere, fol- 
lowed a philosophy similar to that of Warden 
Lawes. He, however, was one of the first in 
modern times to see the faults of the nation’s 
penal. system and to find a way to correct 
many of them. He was, doubtless, better pub- 
licized than others, so.that his name is today 
synonymous with the cause of humanitarian- 
ism in the prisons of the nation. 

That, alone, is a tremendous thing to have 
accomplished in a single lifetime. 

What, after retirement, he may yet con- 
tribute to bettering the lot of his fellow men, 
remains to be seen. That it will be a contri- 
bution of value is foregone, when the force 
and the character of the retiring warden are 
considered.

deepest thanks? There are _ too

To them all may I likewise tell 
a few things about that father: 

He was 86 years old at the time 
of his death and had, I am con- 
vinced, a full, interesting and, on 
the whole, happy life. Which is 
‘all any of us may ask. I suppose 
'it is true about all sons, but I re- 
'gret today to recall that some of 
‘the unhappinesses that did come, 
may have come because of me. 

He found his chief happiness in 
books. An almost constant read- 
'er, he was, I think, among the

‘nor in bulk, but magnificent in its 
/wise choice of authors.

Leif Ericson made it in his open ship. Black and strong was tht 
ship, with the shields of each oarsman on its sides and in the cente 
a place where the captain could stand. 

There are historians who say he landed in what is now New 
‘foundland or Nova Scotia. Others who insist-it was on the shore 
of Massachusetts near what now is the city of New Bedford that 
Ericson and his wild crew landed and formed a colony. He called 
the land Vinland. 

There is nothing left of it save some of the old sagas of Iceland 
and Norway. There were some fragments of armor and a skeleton 
found. Longfellow wrote of them in his “The Skeleton in Armor”: 


“IT was a Viking old! 
My deeds, though manifold, 
No skald in song has told, 
No saga taught thee! 
Take heed that in thy verse 
Thou dost the tale rehearse 
Else dread a dead man’s curse! 
For this I sought thee.” 


Longfellow wrote of a Viking king’s daughter stolen and brought 
to America and the colony of Norsemen on its new shore. 

There is no doubt but that Ericson came first to the new world, 
in an open boat with oarsmen and one black sail. He came 492 years 
before Columbus, seeking a passage to India, blundered on the 
islands near Cuba. 


AMERICA TAKES OVER Now, American sailors are paying 

a return visit. They go to a curi- 
ous country. In January of 1938 I had engaged passage from Copen- 
hagen, Denmark, to Iceland. The ship went every two weeks. This 
one week the ice was bad and _ the ship’s captain said it might be 
a month before he could return. I talked ‘with Danish newspaper- 
men who had been there. 

The oldest peoples’ government in the world exists at Iceland to 
confuse those who say that democracy cannot work and that a strong 
man must take over. 

Iceland’s parliament, the Althing, celebrated its 1,000th anni- 
versary in June, 1938. Thus, for 1,041 years the elected repre- 
sentatives of the people of Iceland have governed them, making 
their laws, establishing taxes, supporting education. 

There is practically no illiteracy on the island. Education is free 
and compulsory. There are almost no traces of social diseases that 
cost this, and other countries, millions of-dollars and much misery 
and suffering. 

It is a small country. 
being nearer the size of the 
square miles. 

The island is treeless. There are no railroads. About one- 
seventh of it is under cultivation. The rest’ of it is impossible of 
cultivation. The approximate 65,000 acres under cultivation produce 
potatoes, hay, beets, turnips. The Gulf Stream modifies the climate 
so that summer gardens produce vegetables. In hot houses about 
the many hot springs (the island is of volcanic origin) are produced 
some semi-tropical products. Fishing is ¢he chief industry. 

There are swimming pools, heated with water from the hot 
springs, and most of the office buildings and homes are heated by 
this natural heat supplied by nature. 

The people will like our soldiers. They will find them more like 
themselves. There is a great deal of similarity between the Scandi- 
navian peoples and those of this country. 


GERMAN ANGER Germany, in setting up the superior “Nor- 


dic” state, always had a great deal of anger 
because the Nordic nations of Europe, Scandinavia, laughed at them 
and took them very, very casually. 

The Danes, Swedes, Norwegians and the Icelanders all leaned 
toward England. They wanted no part of Germany. Norway ace 
tually went to war. Denmark was overrun and Sweden is domi- 
nated economically. But none of them welcomed the German idea 
of supremacy. 

The troops of the United States will make a great improvement 
in the island. They will have machinery and manpower to go ahead 
with progressive plans for airports, some railroads across the island, 
and other improvements which the troops will make in preparing the 
island’s defenses. 

The move will not surprise the United States. It was obvious 
that the British made a wise move in moving into Iceland. Were 
the Germans to dominate that island they would have a base which 
would give them a commanding position from which to launch a 
most dangerous attack on this country. 

The move does move the United States nearer that hour when 
shooting may be necessary. We are committed to send supplies and 
to maintain adequate defense. We are rather sure to make a naval 
base and an airplane base at Iceland and patrol from that point, 

It would be interesting to know in what strength we have manned 
the island. It must be an expeditionary force prepared to meet any 
sort of attack. 

The effect on German morale will be tremendous.

Most of the costly blunders made in Washington result from 
weaknesses that are natural to democracy. 

Democracy has always conceded that free people have the 
right to be. wrong. When they are wrong, they may be persuaded, 
but cannot be coerced. ‘ 

When a politician acts against the will of the people, no matter 
how right and necessary the act may be, he is defeated at the 
next election. And since his first desire is to keep his job, he does 
his utmost to evade responsibility in any matter that might give 
offense to voters. In the language of his trade, he “passes the buck” 
to avoid “political dynamite.” 

This practice resulted in one of 
defense program. 

When it became necessary to draft the nation’s young manhood 
for military training, congress did not provide specific rules for 
the guidance of draft boards, but chose the “more democratic” and 
much safer plan of making the locai draft boards responsible for 
all decisions. Thus, if you resent the drafting of your son, you 
can’t blame your congressman or the President, for your own draft 
board had full jurisdiction and used its own judgment without a 
hint from Washington. 

It was good politics, but ruinous defense tactics, for the obvious 
unfairness of it causes bitterness and resentment everywhere. 

Defense is a national job, in which all should share on equal 
terms, and permitting or requiring draft boards to make the rules 
is as foolish as it would be to let each little community determine 
the meaning of a national law. 

We now have almost as many different rules as there are 
draft boards. : 

One board drafts machinists who are working on defense jobs, 
and another exempts married men even though their wives have 
jobs.

They were stu- 
dents at the Georgia Bankers’ con- 
ference. in session for three days 
at Emory University, and tney 
were eating cafeteria food and 
sleeping in dormitory beds on the 
campus.

The edge is 
off your appetite and you are not 
especially interested in what you 
eat. But while you need less 
fuel, you require just as many of 
the protective elements for the in- 
ternal processes to go on as usual. 


So that there will be less work | 
in preparation and also less for the, 


digestive system, the menus should 
be kept simple. You don’t need 
five-course dinners or too many 
foods rich in fats or proteins, 
which are “heating.” Fresh vege- 
tables, whole grain or enriched 
bread, a moderate amount of lean 
meat. eggs, milk and fresh fruit 
in season make a good summer 
diet. 

If you are used to having hot 
food at each meal, it is better not 
to switch suddenly to all cold 
foods. A good rule is to always 
have one hot dish. 

When you are feeling the heat, 
don't ulp down a couple of 
glasses of iced water or any other 
cold beverage. The shock to the

Negotiations Resumed. 

Representatives of the company 
and the AFL Chemical Workers’ 
Union agreed last night, however, 
to a resumption of contract nego- 
tiations at the request of the Na- 
tional Mediation Board. 

The negotiations, broken off 
Saturday when the union appeal- 
ed to the defense board to take 
over supervision of the bargain- 
ing, will be renewed here at 2 
o'clock this afternoon. 

During the day, the Labor De- 
partment certified to the Defense 
Mediation Board av. threatened 
strike of CIO workers at the Scul- 
lin Steel Company, St. Louis, to 
obtain recognition as a bargain- 
ing agent. The department said 
the company had about 2,200 
workers and was producing bomb 
casings. 

The department also announced 
that a tentative agreement had 
been reached settling a wage dis- 
pute at the Griffin Manufacturing 
Company, Erie, Pa., which em- 
ploys 400 workers in fabrication 
of steel products. No details of 
the agreement or current wage 
scales were disclosed. 

Meeting in the capital, 200 CIO 
leaders adopted a resolution con- 
demning “repressive and_ anti- 
labor’’ legislation. : 

“Those representatives in con- 
gress,’ the resolution said, “who 
support such legislation must un- 
derstand that they are assuming a 
position inimical to organized la- 
bor and will be so understood.”
